SPARKS FROM MARK 

Beginning with the first Sunday 1 ^" 1 in 
May, we, as a parish community, will have the 
opportunity to pray the Rosary a half hour before 
each Liturgy during the month of May: Saturday’s 
at 4:30 pm, Sundays at 7:30 am and again at 10:00 
am. The month of May has been traditionally been 
called the Month of Mary. This Christian custom of 
dedicating the month of May to the Blessed Virgin 
arose at the end of the 13th century. In the 16th 
century, books appeared and fostered this devotion. 
The practice became especially popular among the 
members of the Jesuit Order — by 1700 it took hold 
among their students at the Roman College and a bit 
later it was publicly practiced in the Gesu Church in 
Rome. From there it spread to the whole Church. 


Paul VI wrote a short encyclical in 1965 using the 
“Month of Mary” devotion as a means of obtaining 
prayers for peace. He urged the faithful to make use 
of this practice which is "gladdening and consoling" 
and by which the Blessed Virgin Mary is honored 
and the Christian people are enriched with spiritual 
gifts" (no. 2). In May of 2002 Pope John Paul II 
said, "Today we begin the month dedicated to Our 
Lady a favorite of popular devotion. In accord with 
a long-standing tradition of devotion, parishes and 
families continue to make the month of May a 
"Marian" month, celebrating it with many devout 
liturgical, catechetical and pastoral initiatives!" 


As I reflect on praying the Rosary in my own life, it 
goes back to the faith of my parents. As young 
child, I remember my parents kneeling down with 


us around our beds leading and teaching us 
how to pray the Rosary before we hit the sack 
for the night. I always felt a sense of peace and 
calm as we prayed the rosary as a family. 

I encourage us, as a parish community, to 
make an effort to pray the rosary together a 
half before each liturgy during the month of 
May—living up to the tradition of the Church 
that celebrates May as the month of Mary— 
living up to the tradition that our parish is 
named “Our Lady of the Black Hills.” 

There is a sign up in the gathering area to lead 
the Rosary during the month of May with an 
easy guide to help you out.
